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G ARMY OF MEN FOR 
1911 RAILWAY WORK 


CONTRACTORS WORKING OUT OF EDMONTON ON C, N. 


R. AND G. T. P. LINES WILL REQUIRE 7000 MEN 
FOR NEXT SEASON’S CONSTRUCTION 


Seven thousand men will be required 
n Exlmonton for railway constriction 
work, the coming season. That is the 
statement of a prominent employ- 
ment agent who is conversant with 
what the necds of the railway contrac- 
tors on the various new lines will be 
this season. 

Last year over three thousand men 
were sent out of Edmonton on rail- 
way construction work. This year 
twice that number will be required. 
That gives some indication of the tre- 
mendous amount of railway construc- 
tron that is to proceed west, north and 
south of the city the coming season. 
\ whole army of men, skilled and un- 
skilled, will leave the city for the var- 
tous railway camps, when the season 
opens, 

Already the question of Yabor is be- 
ginning to be considered by the rail- 
way contractors who are planning the 
season's work, Out west, where the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is edging 
through the foothills, and nosing up 
into the Yellowhead Pass,several hun- 
dred skilled rock men will be required 
next summer,and it is likely that these 
will be brought from the camps of the 
National Transcontinental in) North- 
ern Ontario, where a great deal of the 
work has been completed. 


CHILDREN’S A € T AMENDMENTS 
WILL BE DECLARED SHORTLY 


Whether the west can furnish the 
labor that will be required at. the 
opening of the season in Alberta 
alone, is a very doubtful question. 
Contractors are inclined to view the 
situation in an optimistic light, and 
those who have talked to the Capita! 
say that there will be lots of men 
when the time comes. But the em- 
ployment agents are already begin- 
ning to get big orders for men, and 
they say they can use all the men 
that come along. 

The Canadian Northern are going 
to require a big army of men for their 
work out of Edmonton this year. The 
work on the main line will exiend 
from Lac Ste. Anne west to the moun- 
tains, and on that big stretch of road, 
it is expected that the contractors will 
have grading outfits stretched all 
along the line before the construction 
season is very far advanced, 

On the C.N.R. branch Hines, a large 
number of men will be required tor 
the completion of the Landing line, 
the construction of the Strathcona 
cut-off, and the completion of the Ve- 
ereville-Calgary line. A big piece of 
work is also to be done on the Morin- 
ville-Battleford line,east of Morinville. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific will re- 
quire a big army both for their main 
line, and their branch lines.

ney-General Mitchell yesterday after- 
room, it is probable that em order-in- 
council will be issued from the next 
cabinet meeting declaring in effect the 
amendments to the Children's Aid 
Act, which were passed at the recent 
session of the legislature, Attorney- 
General Mitchell told the delegation 
yesterday that he saw no reason why 
the amendments should not go into 
effect at once.

Important Amendments. 

The amendments which have been 
Jechared in effect, are most important, 
and give much wider powers than 
hitherto to the department of neglect- 
ed children. During the session of the 
legislature, when the amendments 
were brought in, they were opposed 
by a dekegation of Edmonton people, 
on the ground that they were not ex- 
pedient, but the legislature supported 
the amendments after a speech by 
Hfon. Duncan Marshall and others in 
support of them. 

One of the most important of the 
amendments provides that every city 
of a population of 10,000 or over shall 
appoint an officer for the enforcement 
of the children’s protection act. This 
officer has ithe pionver of a peace ofi- 
cer and is empowered to enter shops, 
factories and homes to perform such 
duties as he may be called upon to 
perform. ‘The amendments also pro- 
vide that the superintendent of neg- 
lected children may appoint such an 
officer, should the municipality neg- 
tect to do so before the ist of Febru- 
ary in each year, and that the salary 
of auch official shall be chargeable to

the municipality. This officer shall 
act under the direction of the Superin- 
tendent. 

Edmonton has already such an offi- 
cer in the person of R. J. Dealy, who 
was appointed some time ago by the 
committee appointed by the city coun- 
cil to make the appointment. Mr, 
Dealy will also probably be employed 
by the city school board as truant ofti- 
cer, the duties of each office being 
combined, 

Another important amendment. is 
thet which increases the age cf a child 
with whom the department may deal 
with from 16 to 17, This gives a wid- 
er scope to the department in dealing 
with delinquents, or with neglected 
children. 

A third clause gives the department 
power to deal with incorrigibles,which 
power the department has not hither- 
to possessed, 

No Night Work. 

‘No child will be allowed to be em- 
ployed at any work at night, under 
the new amendments. This is one of 
the most important provisions. It 
means that the employment of boys in 
hotels and other places at night must 
be discontinued. 

Another important amendment pro- 
vides that no parent shall surrender 
the custody of a child to any society 
or officer without written consent 
from the Superintendent. This gives 
parents the privilege of demanding a 
reason for the removal of a child from 
their custody, before giving him up. 

No Objection Offered. 

The delegation which waited upon 
the attorney gencral during the ses- 
sion of the legislature, asking that 
the amendments be held over, have 
notified the attorney general that the 
information they sought has been 
supplied, and that they now have no 
objection to offer to the amendments 
going into effect. The attorney-gen- 
eral was courteous to the delegation 
and placed every, facility at their dis- 
posa in respect to the amendments.

NOTED CONVICTS 
WILL BE RELEASED

Convicted of Conspiracy Against 
U. S. Government—Fled ‘to 
Canada—Extradicted 
Atlanta, Ga, Jan. 31.—Messrs. Gay- 
nor and Greene, two of the most nov- 
ed inmates of the big federal prison 
here, will be released from that in- 
stitution within a few days. Under 
the good-behavior rule their sentence 
of four years was cut down to three 
years and one month, which period 


will be met at the prison gates by the 
members of their families, who ‘have 
resided in Atlanta the most of the 
time since Gaynor and Greence began 
seiving their sentences. According 
to popular belief both prisoners shave 
managed to retain a considerable part 
of their large fortunes and it is rum- 
ored tat a long sojourn 
will follow their release. 

It is doubtful if any case of its kind 
in the history of the country has at- 
tracted more attention than that of 
John F. Gavnor and Benjamin D, 
Greene, chiefly because of the long 
legal battle taey waged to escape 
trial. Their troubles began in De- 
cember, 1900, when both were indicted 
by a grand jury in Savannah, of hav- 
ing defrauded the government jin 
conspiracy with Captain Oberlin M. 
Carter, of the United States Engin- 
eer corps. It had been demonstrated 
that Carter for years had conspired 
with the Atlantic Construction com- 
pany, of which Gaynor and Greene 
were the chief partners, to the end 
that only this company could. bid 
for the work of river and harbor im- 
provements around Savannah; — that 
Carter drew specifications that only 
the Atlantic people could meet on 
time, and that in this and other ways 
the government was defrauded of 
about $2,000,000. 

Carter was convicted and sentenced 
to prison and to pay a fine. Gaynor 
and Greene, being arrested in New 
York, began to contest extradition to 
eGorgia, ‘Chev carried the case fin- 
ally to the supreme court, which de- 
cided against them; and on ‘the eve 
of their being taken to Georgia they 
fled, leaving their bondsmen to for- 
feit altogether the sum of $80,000, On 
May 11, 1902, they turned up at the 
rrontenac, Quebec.

IMPROVING PORT 
OF OLD LONDON 


Seventy Millions Are to Be Ex- 
pended in Dredging of the 
Entrance 


London, Jan. 31.—Seventy million 
dollars is the sum> port authorities 
here propose to spend in improving 
the dock and harbor securities of the 
Thames estuary witn a view to mak- 
ing London in reality as well as in 
name the first port of the world, Ex- 
perts thave been studying the subject 
for fifteen months and they have now 
issued a report. containing recom- 
mendations. 

The scheme is a far-reaching one 
but is in no wise nore elaborate than 
necessary to prevent London from 
succumbing to. competition of other 
British and foreign ports. It includes 
the dredging of the river channel 
from Tilbury to London bridge, the 
port used by large vessels being wid- 
ened td 1,000 feet and deepened to 30 
feet. Half a million pounds have al- 
ready been expended in a dredging 
plant. Other striking features of the 
scheme are the construction of three 
new docks at Tilbury of 65, 126 and 
3138 acres respectively, to accommo- 
date the largest vessels afloat or pro- 
jectiles which will be capable of deal- 
ing with any possible growth in the 
size of vessels for many years to 
come. The existing docks will be en- 
Jarged and deepened and the en- 
trances widened.

Neither is it a case where any man 
has any claim to any job. The city of Edmonton does not owe any 
man a proprietory interest in any job whatever, no matter what his 
situation. The only terms on which he can claim a right to stay is 
that he continues to make good. 

The public has no interest whatever in Mr. Bouillon’s personal 
temperament. If, as is charged against him, he is an irascible char- 
acter, lacking the magnetism and tact necessary to a man in his 
position, that is his loss, but the city cannot afford to make it a 
municipal loss. 

If he lacks common sense, as the open letter to Mr. Mould 
seems to indicate, that is his misfortune, but one the gonsequences 
of which he cannot hope that the city will share with him. 

If he means, when he states that the superintendents were dis- 
charged “in the public interests” that the superintendents were not 
honest, he has got to say so, and put his finger on the spot or get 
out. 

Certainly the commissioners should not have the right to de- 
prive the city of the services of a superintendent without showing 
good cause. A competent employee is an asset to the city. 

It is clearly up to Commissioners Bouillon and Butchart. It is 
their part to show to the council that the superintendents have been 
given sufficient scope to make good, that they have had a proper 
co-operation from within the city hall, and that they have failed to 
make good. 

If the commissioners fail to show that the superintendents are 
incompetent, then it is a case where the commissioners should be 
summarily and incontinently fired. If they do show that they are 
incompetent, then the superintendents must go. 

There is no room for any half way measures in this case. The 
council is in the position where it has to decide on the showing made 
by the commissioners or flunk on its duties to the ratepayers.

$1,000,000 Packing Plant 

TFrom the developments iof the past 
few days there appears to ibe every 
assurance that the proposed new mil- 
lion and a half dollar packing plant 
of the P. Burns Co. in his district 
will be erected in Strathcona As 
tangible evidence in suppont of this 
announcement is the purchase of an- 
other 27 acres of land adjoining the 
property of the firm in the south end 
of the city where a slaughter house 
was /uilt some years ago. An option 
on this land twas taken recently by 
the company and ayith its expiration 
Saturday the firm through city agents 
made a substantial cash deposit and 
when whe necessary surveys ure com- 
plete the ‘balance will be forthcom- 
ing for the property. The price realiz- 
ed for the land ds very satisfactory, 

While no public statement was 
made by Mr. Burns during his visit 
here a few days ago to the effect that 
he would build the proposed — big 
packing plant in this city the purchase 
of additional property leaves little 
de oubt that this is the intention of the 
milti-millionaire packer. The land ac- 
quired last week consists of approxi- 
mately five city blocks lying between 
Fourth and Fifth) streets east and 
south of rgth avenue south. Its ad- 
dition to the present plant site gives 
the firm about forty-two acres in the 
one parcel adjoining the CG. PLR. 
right of way and the C. N. R. line to 
Edmonton. From all points of view 
the site is an admirable one for indus- 
trial purposes. 

The recent action taken in Enmon- 
ton which practically closed the 
packing plant of the P. Burns com- 
pany in that city has no doubt had 
something to do with the prepara- 
Hone for expansion in Strathcona. 

For the immediate future the slaugh- 
tering of the firm will be carried on 
in the south end plant here which will 
probably be enlarged to meet the 
present requirement. A few months 
ago Mr. Burns expressed himself as 
doubtful that the supply of live stock 
in the province warranted the erec- 
tion of another big packing plant by 
his firm, but since that time he has 
announced his intention of building a 
great establishment in the vicinity of 
the Twin Cities and with the extent 
ot the company's business in the 
north already it is thought that the 
work of construction cannot well be 
long delayed. The exceptional rail- 
way, facilities, which will be provid- 
ed from Strathcona to the southeast 
and southwest as well as north were 
important factors in determining the 
location of the proposed plant in ‘this 
city. Mr. Burns is at present in Mex- 
ico on a pleasure trip.

PURCHASES 150,000 
ACRES OF FRUIT LAND 


Local Real Estate Firm Has Sold 
200,000 Acres During the 
Past Year. 


Jas. A. Powell, of the firm of Pow- 
ell and Lines, has just returned from 
the coast. While there Mr. Powell 
disposed of the Mexican interests of 
the firm, and purchased some 150,000 
acres of B.C. fruit and timber lands. 

In an interview this morning, with 
the Capital, Mr. Powell gave some 
idea of the amount of business that 
had been transacted by their firm 
within the past year.

$1,000,000 Packing Plant 

From the developments of the past 
few days there appears to be every 
assurance that the proposed new mil- 
lion and a half dollar packing plant 
of the P. Burns :‘Co. in this district 
will be erected in Strathcona As 
tangible evidence in suppont of ‘this 
announcement is the purchase of an- 
other 27 acres of land adjoining the 
property of the firm in the south end 
of the city where a slaughter house 
was Muilt some years ago, An option 
on this land was taken recently by 
the company and with its expiration 
Saturday the firm through city agents 
made a substantial cash deposit, and 
when the necessary surveys ure com- 
plete the balance avill be forthcom- 
ing for the property. The price realiz- 
ed for the land is very satisfactory. 

While no public statement was 
made by Mr. Burns during his visit 
here a few days ago to the “effect that 
he would build the proposed — big 
packing plant in this city the purchase 
of additional property leaves — little 
doubt that this is the intention of the 
milti-millionaire packer, The land ac- 
quired last week consists of approxi- 
mately five city blocks lying between 
Fourth and Fifth streets east and 
south of 14th avenue south. Its ad- 
dition to the present plant site gives 
the firm about forty-two acres in the 
one parcel adjoining the C. BP. R, 
right of way and the C. N. R. line to 
Edmonton. From all points of view 
the site is an admirable one for indus- 
trial purposes. 

The recent action taken in Enmon- 
ton which practically closed the 
packing plant of the P. Burns com- 
pany in that city has no doubt had 
something to do with the prepara- 
tions for expansion in Strathcona. 
For the immediate future the slaugh- 
tering of the firm will be carried on 
in the south end plant‘here which will 
probably be enlarged to meet the 
present requirement. A few months 
ago Mr. Burns expressed ‘himself as 
doubtful that the supply of live stock 
in the province warranted the erec- 
tion of another big packing plant by 
his firm, but since that time he has 
announced his intention of building a 
great establishment in the vicinity of 
the Twin Cities and with the extent 
ot the company’s business in the 
north already it is thought that the 
work of construction cannot well be 
long delayed. The exceptional rail- 
way facilities, which will be provid- 
ed from Strathcona to the southeast 
and southwest as well as north were 
important factors in determining the 
location of the proposed plant in ‘this 
city. Mr. Burns is at present in Mex- 
ico on a pleasure trip.
